They 
aoked to congress to give them a Just 
md liberal government. He detailed 
he facts connected with the early 
rprising of the Filipinos. 


Aguinaldo was an idol and the 


people bettered him when he told 
hem that Dewey had promised them 
ndependence. He reriewed all that 
ud been done since 
the outbreak 


>nd spoke of the gradual extension 
>f American authority and practical 
laclficatlon of the greater part of the 
slandi. There were new 8OO muni- 
•Ipalitiei established and they had 
proved satisfactory. Under the Taft 
ystem. he said, the Filipinos have 
greater liberty than they would have 
njoyed under the Aguinaldo govern- 
ment had It been established. Oov- 
srnor Taft was now the l*ol of the 
people. He said the people of the 
•hlllpplnei would like to h>Te their 
ralltlcal status fixed, whether they 
ire Americans or Filpinos. Be pre- 
erred that they should be Americans. 
Fhe happiness of the people depended 
upon American sovereignty.

AH ELECTRIC ENGINE STOPS. 


Th* desirability of having a de- 


Tic* that could stop an engine of a 
great establishment from any part of 
the warks has long been recognized; 
but until electricity cam* commonly 
into us* vuch a device 
had never 


been practicable. 


On the extreme right is a toothed 


wh*«l lik« a bicycle sprocket, and 
like it carrying a chain, the other 
end of which winds 'round another 
sprocket on the steam throttle valve 
stem. This sprocket remains natlon- 
ary, except when the speed limit is 
reached, and then it revolves, shut- 
ting off steam and stopping the en- 
pine. 
This is especially useful in 


th* event that th* engine should 
start to "run away'1 through th* dis- 
abling of its other self-regulating 
devices. 


Next to th* sprocket is a pulley, 


connected 
by a belt to th* engine 


shaft. 
It, of course, is ejwaya re- 


volving as the engine revolve*. 
When the engine starts to **run 
away" the mechanical arrangement 
is such that connection is m&de with 
th* sprocket, which, revolving, abut* 
off *t*am as already described, and 
stop* the engine. 


The same thing it accomplished by 


electric connection; the pushing of a 
button at any part of the mill throw* 
In th* sprocket and etops the ma- 
chinery.

Gtorge III. purchated the property 
from the natural son of the duke, 
Sir Charles 
Sheffield, 
in 17C2 for 


£28,000, and settled it upon Queen 
Charlotts. 
In those days It 
was 


commonly known as the "Queen's 
House," or tht "Queen-w Palace," and 
a* thlt latter one finds it marked in 
Gary's map of London, date 1796, 
while 
the 
great 
garden 
which 


stretches away behind it Is marked 
"Queen's Garden." 
A stately edl- 


fin was the Queen's House, where 
all the children of Oeorge III., with 
the exception of the fint gentleman 
in Europe, were born. 
Of it, how- 


ever, but a mere fraction remains, 
and that fraction Is contained in the 
north wing of the existing building 
In which Queen 
Victoria's private 


apartments were tituated, and which 
commands delightful views of the 
great gardens, 
the glory of Buck- 


ingham Palace, and of the Oreen 
Park. In 1885 Oeorge IV. commis- 
sioned his favored architect, Nash, 
to practically rebuild the "Queen's 
House" and to make of it an abode 
more In keeping with tbe somewhat 
florid tattt* of a monarch who de- 
lighted In gorgeout apartments even 
as he delighted in what would now 
be regarded as decidedly gorgeous 
raiment But Oeorge IV. did not live 
to see bis pet design completed, and 
aa hia successor, 
the Sailor King, 


strongly objected to this royal resi- 
dence, regarding it as unsightly out- 
side and uncomfortabfe within.

remained unoccupied by the sover- 
eign till the 
accession of our late 


queen.
